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A Memo to the Chairman 


D** JOHN: Sorry I was laid up with a cold at 
at the time of the first meeting of the Com- 
mittee. Ought to be out in time for the next session. 
However, these few days in the house have allowed 
me some time to look over the opportunities for 
additional revenue. 

Enclosed you will find reports of the National 
Association of State Racing Commissioners. They 
are a little dull at first glance, but if you get down to 
using them for elementary exercises in arithmetic, 
you may find them very interesting. 

If you will look at Table 5, you will note that 
racing revenue to states has more than doubled in 
the last 10 years, and that it has gone up by 81 
per cent since 1950, from $98,366,166.67 in 1950 to 
$178,015,828 in 1954. The rate of gain, however, is 
slowing down; 1954’s total revenue was only 10.6 
per cent above 1953’s, and the gain was accomplished 
mostly by adding 10.2 per cent more days of racing. 

These figures include harness racing and 
miscellaneous fairs. If you will leave these aside 
and take note of running racing only, you find total 
revenue to the states advanced from $138,604,146 in 
1953 to $142,550,569 in 1954. This is a gain of 2.8 
per cent, but it took 3.2 per cent more days of racing 
to get it. 

There’s another gimmick here. The New York 
reports show only the revenue to the state, without 
accounting for the revenue to local government 
agencies, which is being taken by the state at the rate 
of an additional one per cent per year. As I estimate 
it (maybe you can get the exact figures from Harry 
Millar), the local governments got about $11,680,000 
in 1953 and about $7,300,000 in 1954. Add these to 
the total revenues from running horse racing in 1953 
and 1954 and you will note that revenue decreased 
from something over $150,000,000 in 1953 to some- 
thing less than that figure in 1954, despite the in- 
creased number of racing days. The decline was 
about three-tenths of one per cent, as I get it. 

I hate to admit it, but it looks to me like the 
horse-player is getting stubborn about paving taxes. 
For a long time I had the idea that people who went 
to the races didn’t care how much it cost them. In 
Florida last year the average player was charged 
$7.94 in mutuel taxes only for every day at the track. 
But Florida has regular replacements for its sucker 
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supply, and I don’t think we can get away with any- 
thing like that with the homefolks we’ve got. 

You take New York. They got the most case- 
hardened horse-players in the world, I guess, and the 
figures show about how far they’re willing to bleed. 
The take is 15 per cent plus breaks to the nickel, 
which makes it about 15.7 per cent. The State gets 
11 per cent and most of the breaks. The way I figure 
it, with per capita per diem betting at $82.68 in 
1954, the New York horse-player spent about $13 
a day for the betting privilege, and about $9.50 
of this was taxes. 

They’ve been doing this to him for several years 
now, and you can get a pretty fair idea of how he’s 
behaving under the strain. Attendance and betting 
have gone down for 2 years straight. That wouldn’t 
be so bad, of course, but revenue is now going down 
—and that is bad. 

Same thing is happening in most of the big rac- 
ing centers. Revenue from racing has gone about as 
high as it’s going, except by adding more race tracks, 
and we’ve got enough of them now, or by enlarging 
and modernizing the plants in being. 

I read somewhere last year about a man named 
Courtney, I think it was, a Washinton lawyer, and 
he wanted to organize the horse-players and boycott 
tracks with a take-out of more than 12 per cent. I 
thought he was joking, and maybe he was, but did 
you see what happened in New Jersey? First part of 
1954, the take was 12 per cent and breaks to the 
dime. First of July they put on another one per cent 
tax and upped the take to 13 per cent. Through June 
30 the betting had been higher than 1953; beginning 
July 1, it went down. 

You don’t suppose that man Courtney is work- 
ing under cover, do you? This New Jersey business 
is a little too pat. Courtney says 12 per cent’s the 
limit for what he calls the regular horse-player, and, 
so help me, the very minute they make it 13 per cent 
in New Jersey, there’s less money bet. 

Maybe we ought to call Jim in Washington and 
get that guy tailed for a while. I suspect, however, 
we’re just getting a picture of how people behave. 
Horse-players stand up all right as long as you slug 
them with nothing worse than boxing gloves loaded 
with nails, but when you get out the brass knucks 
and go to work on them, they seem to resent it.

One Man’s Opinion of Boston Doge 


MIAMI 

Any day now the name of Belair Stud’s 
Nashua will be seen in the entries at 
Hialeah Park. probably in an overnight 
race at 6 or 7 furlongs. Sunny Jim Fitz- 
simmons. the 80-year-old trainer. is not 
eager to send him out for the first time 
down here in such a tough test as the $25.- 
000 Everglades Stakes. a stepping stone 
to the $100.000 Flamingo and at the same 
distance of a mile and a furlong. 

Fitzsimmons has Nashua looking great. 
Never has the old gentleman been so 
pleased with the way one of his horses 
has responded to training. 

The Everglades. down for February 12. 
2 weeks before the Flamingo. probably 
will be shunned as well by New England’s 
unbeaten Boston Doge. which stretched 
his unbeaten string to 8 races when he 
narrowly won the Bahamas Stakes last 
week. Barring unforeseen developments. 
the Nashua-Boston Doge meeting. consid- 
ered a natural down here. will take place 
in the Flamingo. Neither colt yet has raced 
over its 9-furlong distance. Nashua has 
gone no farther than 615 furlongs. Boston 
Doge 7 furlongs. 

Paul Andolino’s colt may be feeling the 
strain of too much racing. Hence. the 
decision to rest him for a while. He is not 
much to look at. yet he continues to fool 
breeding pundits and nearly everyone else 
by his will to keep on winning. In the 
Bahamas. he looked like a beaten horse. 
Eric Guerin had to give him one of his 
million-dollar rides. pushing his way be- 
tween horses and winning in the last few 
strides. It was the first time Boston Doge 
had been extended. the first time he ever 
really came from behind. 
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Although we have stated in this space 
before that Boston Doge’s record cannot 
be faulted, we feel nevertheless that he is 
not a colt of real quality. We weakened on 
him after his tight squeeze in the Bahamas, 
in which there was not too much behind 
him. The best we can say—and we may be 
forced to eat our words later—is that the 
son of The Doge is just a nice colt. It’s 
doubtful he’ll remain in the unbeaten ranks 
much longer, especially when he is asked 
to go 9 furlongs against Nashua and Sara- 
toga. It’s our opinion that he is no stayer. 


‘TOUGH TIME,’ Alfred Gwynne Vand- 
erbilt’s Social Outcast was a very tired 
horse as he carried 123 pounds to a thin- 
edged victory in the 20th running of the 
$50.000-added Hialeah Park Handicap on 
the week-end. At the end of the bristling 
1144 miles the 5-year-old son of Shut Out 
—Pansy was only a head before James Cox 
Brady’s Artismo (113), which was 1144 
lengths ahead of B. S. Campbell’s Ram 
o War (110). Then came Hasty House 
Farm’s Sea O Erin. which flattened out on

the fast track and finished fourth under 
115. Nine others completed the race. 

Social Outcast. winner of 4 stakes in 
1954 and considered Vanderbilt’s “big” 
horse since the retirement of Native 
Dancer, ran his usual strong race. He had 
the distance in his favor this time. In the 
7-furlong Palm Beach, his first start here, 
he had been a strong-closing second to 
Blessbull. 

Said Guerin after the race: “I took a 
hold on him going around the first turn, 
but even with that he started to roll down 
the backstretch, and I had to take another 
one on him. He picked them up around the 
turn and at the head of the stretch I was 
afraid he was going to get to the front too 
soon. But it all worked out because we had 
a real tough time getting past Artismo.” 

While Vanderbilt and trainer Bill Win- 
frey and all of the gelding’s backers had 
their anxious moments, there can be little 
question that Social Outcast strengthened 
his status for the Widener Handicap. 
He'll have to tote 126 pounds in that one,

New Anesthetics, Respirator 


Improve Surgical Techniques

The mission was to observe new. fresh- 
ly tested developments in equine surgery 
at Dr. E. W. Thomas’ clinic on the Park- 
ers Mill road, Lexington. 

The patient, a 5-year-old chestnut geld- 
ing recently removed from training, was 
to be operated on for a bone chip in the 
knee of his left fore leg. 

The surgery was to be done by an 
orthopedic surgeon, who would be aided 
by Dr. Thomas and his assistant, Dr. 
Robert M. Hensley. 

Dr. Warren Sergent. chief anesthetist 
at the St. Joseph Hospital. would use an 
anesthetic new to veterinary surgery. Al- 
so available was the first artificial respira- 
tory equipment to be given practical 
veterinary application in the U. S. 

The medical men assembled shortly be- 
fore 3 o'clock. On the hour Dr. Thomas 
announced that everything was in readi- 
ness. and attendants led the horse into the 
paneled room and stood him before the 
operating table, the top of which had 
been tilted to a position perpendicular to 
the floor. While an assistant held 2 bottles 
of anesthetic agents, Dr, Sergent inserted 
a needle from each into the jugular vein 
in the neck of the horse. In less than a 
minute the horse began to weaken. He 
was tied to the table, and the table slowly 
was returned to a horizontal position. The 
animal was completely desensitized in less 
than 115 minutes. 

Two one-liter bottles were suspended 
above the horse’s head. One contained 
surital. a sleep-producing drug. and the 
other succinyl choline chloride. an agent 
capable of producing total paralysis. Dr. 
Sergent set up equipment for taking blood 
pressure at a point above the knee of 
the right fore leg. The blood pressure was 
tested, the pulse was checked. and these 
were noted on a sheet of graph paper 
which Dr. Sergent kept at his side. The 
doctor passed a hand close in front of the 
horse’s open eyes, and when no reaction 
was noticed, he signified that surgery 
could be started. 

The surgeon pricked the knee on which 
he was going to operate. No reaction. He 
then began cutting into the skin at the side 
of the knee, and, working slowly, cut 
through the tissue at the front of the knee. 
A tourniquet above the knee kept the in- 
cision from bleeding profusely, but Dr. 
Hensley stood by with swabs. 

While the surgeon was making his in- 
cision, Dr. Sergent adjusted 2 tanks of 
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oxygen which had been put in readiness 
for emergency. A tube from the top of the 
assembly ended in a long Y-shaped plastic 
hose. the 2 ends of which had been inserted 
in the horse’s nostrils. Dr. Sergent ex- 
plained how oxygen could be expelled 
from the tanks into the lungs of the horse 
by stroking a small handle on the front 
of the tanks. The oxygen equipment 
had been carefully engineered. he said. 
to allow predetermined quantities of 
oxygen to escape with each thrust of the 
handle. In the case of an adult horse. it 
had been estimated that 8 liters a stroke 
in a regular rhythm of 8 strokes to the 
minute would be adequate. 

The anesthetic and the respiratory 
equipment worked hand-in-hand. he said; 
where one might produce complete 
paralysis. even of the respiratory organs. 
the other allowed the technician to keep 
the animal breathing artificially. 

The surgeon. meanwhile. had found and 
removed the bone chip. It was a small. 
irregular chip. the size of a little finger- 
nail, and probably had torn loose when 
the horse wrenched his knee, Because it 
had been loose in the joint for some time 
it had grated against other joint surfaces 
and had caused these to become rough and 
spongy-looking. The damaged bone  sur- 
faces had developed an arthritic condition. 


A connection from 2 oxygen tanks is put into the horse’s nostrils. 


which the surgeon said he could do nothing 
about. Dr. Thomas, after an inspection of 
the area. said the arthritic pain probably 
could be overcome by injections of hydro- 
cortone. 


By this time. perhaps 45 minutes from 
the time the operation had started, Dr. 
Sergent was noticing a small reaction in 
the eyelids of the horse. He opened a tuck 
he had taken in the plastic heses to the 
needles and allowed a few drops of each 
drug to enter the vein, At the same time 
the horse’s breathing became a_ little 
labored. although not dangerously, and 
the anesthetist gave him several strokes 
of oxygen. When this forced breathing was 
stopped. the horse momentarily refused to 
breathe for himself, but after 10 to 12 
seconds he overcame his involuntary 
reluctance and started doing his own work 
again. 

While the surgeon stitched up the in- 
cision. Dr. Sergent explained one of the 
principal differences between the respira- 
tory equipment used by Dr. Thomas and 
that in use for human surgery. In ordinary 
hospital equipment tanks of oxygen and 
other gases are set up in banks and the 
patient forms a kind of breathing circuit 
with the tanks. breathing from the circuit 
and exhaling into it, With Dr. Thomas’ 
equipment the tanks force oxygen into 
the lungs. and exhalation is automatic 
when the pressure is cut off. 

The surgeon began applying a cast to 
the herse’s leg. By 4:45 p. m. it was 
hardened. and the operation was over. 
Dr. Sergent withdrew the anesthesia. the 
table was lowered, and the horse was 
pulled into an adjoining stall. Within 5

A proposal for 10 additional racing 
days at Detroit Race Course with pro- 
ceeds to go to the newly formed Michigan 
Racing Foundation (The Blood-Horse ot

Hazel Park and the Michigan Thorough- 
bred Turf Club. which is attempting to 
obtain) Michigan’s last available racing 
franchise. 

John R. Monaghan. attorney and_ sec- 
retary of Hazel Park, wrote racing com- 
missioner James Inglis that his track also 
would be offered “free of charge to ree- 
ognized worthy charitable organizations.” 

Said Monaghan: “It has been the policy 
of racing commissioners for the past 4 
years to assign equal dates to Hazel Park 
and Detroit Race Course. This was _re- 
duced to writing last year and signed by 
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officials of both tracks. It follows that 
you will adhere to this policy again. 
“You recognized the basic fairness of 


this plan when you allotted an extra day 


to Hazel Park. with profits going to the 
Damon Runyon Cancer Fund. after the 
Detroit Race Course had received an 
extra day to help victims of a stable fire 
at the track on opening day.” 

When the possibility of a Michigan 


Racing Foundation was discussed last 
year. Hazel Park indicated it would not 
participate. But in Monaghan’s statement 
last week he said that the board of direc- 
tors “has given its consent and approval 
to make available our track to certain 
charitable organizations who have already 
applied to us and to you for the use of 
our track for such purposes.”

Approximately $2,000,000 will be distri- 
buted in overnight purses at the 1955

Give and Take 


The Maryland State Racing Commis- 
sion last week recommended the exten- 
sion of the racing season for the State's 
mile and half-mile tracks. In a report to 
Gov. Theodore McKeldin, chairman D. 
Eldred Rinehart proposed that each mile 
track be alloted 36 days of racing. 

Under the current law the major Mary- 
land season is limited to 100 days. with 
2 tracks getting 33 days and the other 
34. The state’s 5 half-mile tracks now get 
10 days each. 

Rinehart recommended that the minor 
tracks get 2 more days each. He also 
recommended the purchase of Timonium 
by a State agency, but there seems little 
chance that this will take place since 
the board of directors of the Maryland 
State Fair and Agricultural Society. Inc.. 
which owns and operates Timonium, has 
voted to fight any attempt by the State 
to take over the site. 


13 Killed in Fire

Charles Gribbin 


Charles Gribbin, 52-year-old veteran 
trainer, died of a heart attack on February 
6 at his home in Clifton Heights, Penn.. 
a suburb of Philadelphia. 

A native of Clifton Heights. Mr. Gribbin 
had spent his life in the horse business. 
For many years he operated a_ public 
stable at Eastern tracks. and in 1944 he 
became manager of Samuel D. Riddle’s 
Faraway Farm, Lexington. A year later 
he left the farm to become Riddle’s train- 
er, a job he held until 1948. when he 
resigned to take over M. J. O’Leary’s 
Mimosa Stock Farm stable. 

In recent years Mr. Gribbin once again 
operated a public stable, At the time of 
his death he had 20 horses at a farm at 
Paoli, Penn., and was planning to ship his 
stable to Bowie in a few weeks. 

An active member of the Horsemen’s 
Benevolent and Protective Association, Mr. 
Gribbin attended the annual HBPA con- 
vention in Los Angeles on January 31. 
He interrupted his return to Philadelphia 
in order to visit friends in Lexington 2 
days before his ‘death. 

Survivors include his wife. Mrs. Florence 
Gribbin. and 2 sisters, Mrs. Marguerite 
Feehan and Mrs. Anna Sandy. 


George A. Land 


George A. Land. 91. who died February 
4 at the St. Joseph Hospital in Lexington.

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LEGISLATION 


Racing Bill in Missouri 


A bill to legalize pari-mutuel betting on 
horse racing was introduced in the Mis- 
souri legislature last week by Rep. Tony 
Rickrell. of Jackson County (Kansas City). 
The bill. allowing 30 days of racing twice 
a year in any county in the State, provides 
for a 12 per cent take-out, with 712 per 
cent going to the track and 414 per cent 
te the State. All of the State money 
would go into a special welfare-and-school 


fund. 


Another Gig 


Rep. Dave Thompson has introduced a 
pill in the Arkansas legislature which 
would levy a 10 per cent tax on all pari- 
mutuel tickets sold at Oaklawn Park. 
Arkansas’ only race track. According to 
Thompson’s bill, each $2. ticket would 
cost $2.20. Only the $2 would be added 
to the pari-mutuel pool; 20 cents would 
go directly to the State. The State would 
continue to receive its 5 per cent take-out 
from each mutuel pool. 


The Fact of Life 


A member of the Maryland legislature 
Jast week proposed “a probe of conditions 
at all Maryland race tracks. particularly 
with respect to the effectiveness of drug- 
detection tests.” 

Sol J. Friedman. of Baltimore, said he 
introduced the resolution because of Dr. 
John Kater’s recent story in Life magazine: 
“Doping: Still a Blot on Horse Racing.” 
Friedman said Dr. Kater’s article showed 
“the ineffectiveness of drug-detection tests 
now employed by all race tracks.” 

Friedman said, “The State of Maryland 
has a large financial interest in the suc- 
cessful operation of its duly licensed race 
tracks. The State ... owes its citizens a 
duty to see to it that races ... are oper- 
ated and conducted on a high level of 
honesty and integrity. The drug-detection 
tests now employed at all tracks licensed 
in this State may possibly be outdated 
and ineffective.” 


Lausche’s Grab 


Ohio Gov. Frank J. Lausche last week 
asked the Ohio legislature to increase the 
State’s tax on pari-mutuel betting. 

The present Ohio law has a graduated 
scale ranging from 2 to 6 per cent of each 
day’s handle. Governor Lausche said the 
return from the present tax averaged 4.99 
per cent. Under his proposed scale the 
graduation would be from 3 to 7 per cent, 
with the State getting 7 per cent of all 
over $300,000 bet on any one day. Gover- 
nor Lausche estimated his program would 
yield the State 6 per cent of the total 
handle.

looking fillies to add to his collection. 
Ross is in the business these days of buy- 
ing fillies of class wherever they may be. 
All of this is part of an ambitious plan 
conceived some time ago by C. H. Jones 
and Sons (Chuck and Cliff), for whom 
Ross trains. In effect. what they have told 
Ross is this: 

“Get 30 of the finest fillies and mares 
you can buy. We want to breed stakes 
winners. not just horses. The rest is in 
your hands. Pick out the ones you want, 
and arrange the matings you think best. 
Whatever you do, we’re behind you.” 

On January 29, the night of the Maturity 
Stakes at Santa Anita Park, *Sabzy gave 
birth to a filly by Tulyar at Northridge.

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HBPA Acts to Limit Contracts 
With Race Tracks to One Year 


The Horsemen’s Benevolent and Protee- 
tive Association held its annual convention 
in Los Angeles on January 31. Two 
sessions were held. one devoted to 
addresses by various racing executives and 
the other to HBPA_ business. 

A significant policy change was made 
during the business session. when the con- 
vention voted to restrict all future purse 
agreements with race tracks to one year. 
Dr. Harry Lindy, president of the Michigan 
divison of the HBPA, urged the adoption 
of a one-year limit because “no one can 
tell what economic conditions will be next 
year, let alone 3 years hence.” The HBPA 
now is bound by several 3-year agreements. 
all of which will be honored. 

A change was made in assessment of 
members. In the future all members, either 
owner or trainer. must contribute one per 
cent of each winning purse, not to exceed 
$25. at any track within the United 
States or Canada. Two division presidents. 
John Machise of New Jersey and Sol Rut- 
chik of New York. said members of their 
divisions favored the old limit of $15. The 
proposal carried by a heavy majority. 

At the convention’s first session speeches 


were delivered by Dr. Frank Menne, 
president of the National Association of 
State Racing Commissioners; Bert Thomp- 
son, western representative of the Jockeys’ 
Guild: Robert F. Kelley. head publicity 
man for the New York Racing Associa- 
tions; James Stewart. executive vice presi- 
dent of Hollywood Park: Spencer Drayton, 
executive secretary of the Thoroughbred 
Racing Protective Bureau; Marshall 
Cassidy. executive secretary of The Jockey 
Club; and John A. Bell III. president of 
the Thoroughbred Club of America. 
Capsule summaries follow: 

Menne: Racing commissioners should 
to pay more attention to conditions on the 
backstretch. Commissioners should take 
an active interest in the living and work- 
ing conditions of horsemen. 

Thompson: The Jockeys’ Guild hopes the 
HBPA will support its program to en- 
courage the development of apprentice 
jockeys. The guild hopes to do this by 
giving more allowance to an apprentice 
jockey when he rides for his original con- 
tract employer, and increasing the num- 
bers of winners an apprentice may ride 
before losing his allowance. 


Kelley: Horsemen should co-operate 
with newspaper and magazine people. 
Horsemen should help the track’s publicity 
department by keeping it well informed, 
which is better than playing favorites with 
individual writers. 

Stewart: Horsemen should be more con- 
cerned with adverse legislation. Any bills 
increasing the betting tax or tampering 
with the take-out affects the horsemen as 
well as the race track. ; 

Drayton: The HBPA should expel any- 
one who has been proved unworthy to be 
associated with racing. 

Cassidy: Officials should be assigned by 
a central agency. The tendency to engage 
only those officials who are voters in the 
state where racing is conducted is_be- 
coming a serious problem. Racing officials 
should not be classified as local residents 
of any place. The attempted influence of 
track management over their paid officials 
has been manifest in many ways. Occasion- 
ally favors may be asked to secure licenses 
for friends or management irrespective of 
adverse records. There also is a tendency 
on the part of management to fill vacancies 
with inexperienced officials because of 
pressure from politicians or friends. No 
major sport in the United States. perhaps 
in the world. exists today where officials 
are not supervised, qualified, and assigned 
by a neutral third party or organization. 

Bell presented a review of the TCA’s

MICHIGAN, by Al Coffman 


In Inglis’ 2nd Annual Report: 


Progress for Horsemen, Public 


DETROIT 

If he is remembered for nothing else, 
James H. Inglis will go down as the rac- 
ing commissioner who gave Michigan a 
record of its horse racing history through 
splendid annual reports. 

Inglis, of course, has earned respect 
for more than this—for one thing. his 
devotion to the interests and wishes of 
the horsemen—but one of his most valu- 
able services has been his reports on a 
sport which had lacked a local historian. 

Previous racing commissioners often did- 
n’t bother to report to the governor at the 
end of each racing season, although they 
were required by law to do so. Some of 
those who did accept this responsibility 
merely scratched the surface. 

In Inglis’ second annual report he 
covered a wide range of subjects—progress 
in the Michigan breeding industry, the 
new track proposals. disciplinary actions. 
and even the success of the professional 
handicappers—with tables to match. 

The commissioner expressed his grati- 
tude to horsemen and race tracks for 


“providing Michigan with another year of 
good sport.” He singled out the near-record 
attendance of 2.092.801 as “the most en. 
couraging statistic of the 1954 season.” 

In the 50 pages of his annual report, 
however, 2 things stood out: an extensive 
program of fire prevention and a new 
system of pre-race physical examination 
of Thoroughbreds. 

Taking drastic action after the tragic 
stable fire of last May at the Detroit Race 
Course. in which 44 Thoroughbreds and 2 
ponies died, the commissioner encouraged 
a program of construction to minimize 
future fire losses. Through his efforts the 
State’s 6 racing associations are spending 
nearly $500.000 to carry out this program. 

Inglis teamed with fire departments and 
race tracks through the closing months 
of 1954 to work out a program for build- 
ing fire walls in all barns, rewiring all 
wooden barns with wires in conduits, 
plastering all tack rooms in wooden barns, 
and installing modern alarm systems, 
At Hazel Park, in addition, new aluminum 
roofs were recommended. and they now are

being installed on every second barn, the 
others to get new roofs next year. 

On another matter of importance to 
horsemen and race-goers. Inglis took deci- 
sive action: for the first time there was 
put into effect a plan to place the pre- 
race physical examination of Thorough- 
breds under the supervision of the racing 
commission veterinarian instead of leav- 
ing this important activity entirely in the 
hands of the racing associations. The 2 
leading candidates for the post of com- 
mission veterinarian. Dr. Hugh Wilson, of 
Rochester. and Dr. Lyle Hartrick, of 
Birmingham. went to New York during 
the early spring and underwent a special 
course of training at The Jockey Club 
School for Officials. although both had 
long experience as race track veterinarians 
and both had excellent records in their 
profession. 

While at The Jockey Club School. they 
worked under the direct supervision of 
Dr. James G. Catlett. one of the leading 
veterinarians in the country, who also 
serves as a steward at the Michigan Racing 
Association track, 

On the basis of their work in New York. 
Dr. Wilson was chosen as the commission's 
veterinarian. although Dr. Hartrick also 
was given a good rating. As a result. 
officials of both the MRA and Hazel 
Park agreed to appoint Dr. Hartrick as 
their track veterinarian. 

Under this arrangement Dr. Wilson and 


Dr. Hartrick set up a complete filing- 
card system on all Thoroughbreds racing 
at Detroit during the season. Data on 
physical condition was recorded daily. One 
important advantage of this plan was that 
it permitted continuity in the physical 
examinations and_ record-keeping when 
most of the horses moved from the MRA to 
Hazel Park. 

The problem of the associations in fill- 
ing races is often difficult, Inglis said. and 
in the past this resulted in great pressure 
being exerted to permit horses which 
were not in good condition to race. 

Where in the past one veterinarian had 
to make all the pre-race physical examina- 
tions. a difficult task at best. now the 
work was shared. In addition. the State 
and track veterinarians were able in 1954 
to make close observation of the horses in 
the starting gate and as they pulled up 
after a race, and these observations were 
added to the card records. 

In addition to his work with horses 
entered for races. the commission veterin- 
arian made regular reports to Inglis on 
sanitary conditions in the barn areas and 
on the general level of health of all horses. 
The only serious health problem during 
the 1954 season was an outbreak of cough- 
ing and fever which. at its peak. affected 
only 14 horses. The State. Inglish empha- 
sized. has a vital interest in barn sanita- 
tion and the health of horses. since an 
epidemic not only would result in tremend- 


ous losses to horse owners, but also might 
close down race meetings.

minutes his eyes began to show reaction 
to light and motion. his ears began to 
twitch. occasionally a 
By 6 o'clock the horse was on his feet 
for a short time. and by 7 o'clock he had 
recovered sufficiently that attendants no 
longer were needed. The horse’s release 
from the anesthetic was so gradual that 
at no time did he kick or struggle. 


leg would move. 


Dr. Thomas paused long enough to say. 


he had been extremely pleased with the 
respiratory equipment and with the new 
anesthetic. In his mind both developments 
had vast potentialities. 

The oxygen equipment. cesigned for 
him by Dr. Karl O. Lange. head of the 
Aeronautical Research Laboratory of the 
University of Kentucky. was easy to 
handle and very mobile. and Dr. Thomas 
could see several uses for it in the foaling 
barn. He envisioned veterinarians carry- 
ing the machines in their automobiles. 
He would use them at the race track to 


relieve horses after they have run their 


races. He could design attachmen 
fer nitrous oxide (laughing gas) which 
would reduce the amount of anesthetic 


necessary to anesthetize a horse. 

In the future he hoped to have an anes. 
thetist on hand for “at least 90 per cent” 
of his surgical cases. 

He was particularly pleased with the 
new anesthetics. Whereas mest veterinar. 
ians were using chloral hydrate. magne. 
sium sulfate. and pentobarbital sodium 
in copieus amounts. Dr. Sergent was able 
to do the same job with about 6 ounces of 
surital and approximately pint. of 
succinyl choline chloride. 

Although the anesthetizing and recovery 
periods had been shortened greatly. the 
new anesthetics apparently were — not 
disturbing to the horse. Of major impor. 
tance. however. was the complete muscular 
relaxation induced by these anestheties, 
which should allow veterinary surgeons to 
explere in much more detail the field of 
abdominal surgery, 


Dr. Sergent. who only recently has 
grown interested in’ the challenges of 


equine surgery and who has been working 
without compensation whenever his medi- 
cal practice allows him the tme. said there 
is a long way to travel before develop. 
this field) approach those in 
human medicine. but he doesia’t think the 
obstacles are so formidable they can’t be 
overcome.

Amusing, but... . 


(From Miss Frances Kane, somewhere in 
Kentucky) 

As a compiler of pedigrees I am great- 
ly amused and somewhat annoyed by the 
many suggestions that have been made 
for the control of overproduction of Thor- 
oughbreds. 

My interest is primarily with 
suggestions to control the sale of yearlings. 
Of the 9 to 10 thousand foals registered 
every year. the yearlings sold at public 
auction would not make a very big impres- 
sion on this production if every yearling 
entered for sale was put out of existence 
instead of being sold. 

Mr. Bowers suggestion as to the 
cataloguing was very amusing. If you 
were to put a rating on the racing class 
of every horse raced that appeared in the 
pedigree. it would not make the slightest 
difference in the bidding. Telling a man 
what horse not to bid on would be like 
telling him what woman he could not 
marry. Furthermore. when the good one 
turned out from the pedigree that looked 
unattractive it would only be a stimulus 
to his ego and his judgment. which he 
knew was good all along. 

A staff necessary to compile all the 
information on the racing class of horses 


those 


appearing in pedigrees in sales catalogues 
would cost a sum which could be used to 
a better advantage. 

If a stallion-registration bureau and fee 
could be established. where each stallion 
would have to be entered in the stud book 
at a fee before his get could be registered, 
it would curb many of the nondescript 
stallions as sires of registered foals. It 
would increase the income of The Jockey 
Club. and I’m not sure that the fee 
shouldn't be in relationship to the fee at 
which the horse stands, with a minimum 
requirement, This may seem like a hard. 
ship on the stallion owner. but on the 
ether hand to collect high fees for his 
studs there must be more demand for the 
progeny and less competition for the 
plums on the race track. Vicious circle, 
isn’t it?

““Inequity” 


(From John W. Patten, Elizabeth, N. J.) 

It has come to the writer's attention a 
sufficient number of times that a gross in- 
equity exists in the present rule whereby 
“a premature foal” is advanced to one 
year of age on January 1 in the year 


foaled. 


A rule relating to such premature foals 
should be established somewhat as follows: 


“The produce of a mare whose breed- 
ing, service or coverage, has been duly 
authenticated on February first or there- 
after, will, if foaling occurs on or before 
12 o’clock midnight of such year, be con- 
sidered a premature foaling and_ the 
resultant foal or foals shall not be ad- 
vanced to one year of age until the second 
succeeding January first, following the 
actual date of foaling or birth.”

Al Sabath’s $700 Horse 
Bought a 180-Acre Farm 


by Dan M. Bowmar III 


In 1941 thousands of casual racing fans 
became acquainted with a new name 
Albert Sabath. owner of Alsab. Although 
Alsab was the first horse to bring Sabath 
to the public’s notice. his owner was not a 
newcomer to racing. For 15 years he had 
raced a small stable in the Midwest and 
East. Sabath was a Chicago lawyer, a son 
of Judge Joseph Sabath and a nephew of 
Adolph Sabath. a member of. Congress for 
more than 40 years. He got into racing as 
a hobby. but as the years passed he let 
it take more and more of his time. 


The event which honed Sabath’s interest 
in the Turf occurred at the 1939 Saratoga 
yearling sales. when he paid $700 for a 
colt by Good Goods—Winds Chant. by 
Wildair. consigned by Thomas Piatt. There 
was nothing of unusual promise in the 
colt’s pedigree: Good Goods. a young un- 
tried sire. was a good racer, but not 


among the best of his year: Winds Chant 
placed but did not win in 8 starts at 3. 
the only year she raced. and her dam. 
Eulogy. had won a minor stakes and had 
produced several good horses. There seem- 
ed a fair chance that the yearling might 
be a useful horse. No one had the temerity 
to predict that he might be one of the best 
of his generation. 


Alsab opened his 2-year-old campaign 
at Hialeah Park on February 25, and he 
raced every month through November. 
making 22 starts. Of his first 9 starts he 
won only 3; he was beaten badly only 
once. finishing 14th in his first start. In 
his last 13 starts. Alsab won 12. finished 
second once. He won the Joliet and Primer 
Stakes. was second to Eternal Bull in the 


Myles Standish Stakes. then won 10 
straight—the Mayflower Stakes. Hyde 


Park Stakes. Washington Park Juvenile 
Stakes. Washington Park Futurity. Prairie 
State Stakes, Eastern Shore Handicap. a

FEEDING. As soon as suckling will eat, mare is tied up before each feeding, and 


suckling is allowed to eat what he wants. 


After weaning ration is increased gradually until yearling is up to 13 quarts of grain 


daily by sales time. 


Mares in foal and with foals by their side get 12 quarts of grain, divided among 3 
feedings. Barren mares get less. but each mare on farm gets grain the year around. 

Alsab’s ration averages 14 quarts a day throughout the year. 

Clover hay used almost exclusively. Occasionally supplemented with alfalfa. 

All horses on farm get Vigrotone. Weanlings and yearlings also get Chevinal. 
PARASITE CONTROL. Therapeutic doses of phenothiazine given all horses every 3 

weeks, Foals get first treatment of carbon disulphide when they are 70 days old, and 

treatments are repeated every 4 months. Mares are treated for bots each year after 

first frost. Manure from the barns is hauled away. Chain harrow used on pastures. 
PASTURES. Bluegrass and clover predominate. Fields are limed each year; no other 

fertilizer used regularly. Soil tests are made annually, and any deficiency is corrected. 

Because dry weather in recent years has hurt pastures, Zoeller reseeds most of the 

pastures annually with a mixture of Bluegrass. clover, and Italian rye. 

Pastures mowed for weeds 3 times a year—late April, July, and late August. 

Pastures are rotated. Usually no one pasture is used for more than 5 or 6 weeks 


consecutively.

After his strenuous 2-year-old campaign 
Alsab was rested less than 3 > months 
before his return to action at Hialeah. He 
ran several good races early in his 3-year- 
old career. but as in the previous year he 
did not reach peak form until late spring. 
He finished fifth in the Widener 
Handicap (beaten 115 lengths). and 
second in the Chesapeake Trial and 
Chesapeake Stakes before being sent to 
Churchill Downs. After finishing third 
in the Derby Trial. he was second to 
Shut Out in the Derby.

In nearly all of his handicap efforts 
Alsab conceded weight to older horses. 

During Alsab’s 3-year-old season Sabath 
bought a 25-acre tract on Todds Road, 
near Lexington, and léased 155 adjoining 
acres from the Lexington Water Company. 
This land earlier had been operated as 
Few Acres Farm by the late Clyde Van 
Dusen. who bred the stakes winners Tor- 
chilla. Prince Torch, Betty Sweep. and 
King Torch. 

It was easy for him to become a breed- 
er. since he already had retired several 
fillies from his racing stable. One of 
these—I Say—was responsible for much 
of Sabath’s good fortune. I Say. a foal of 
1929. by *Dis Donec—Aloft. by Peter Pan. 
placed in 4 stakes, including the Kentucky 
and Illinois Oaks. Her breeding record: 
SAY JUDGE, 1936, gelding by Zacaweista or Judge 

Hay, 27 wins, including Bay Meadows Kinder- 

garten S. 

SAY GAL. 1940, filly by Count Gallahad, unplaced 
in 2 starts, dam of 5 winners, including Best 
Yet (pr.). and Conversational (pl. in stakes). 

4 wins in 3 
seasons, produced 2 foals of racing age. both 
winners.

Alsab raced-only 5 times at 4, once at 
5, and the next year, 1945, he entered 
stud. His first season he sired Myrtle 
Charm, which became the best 2-year-old 
filly of the year, and Alsab’s Day, a filly 
which ranked high in the division. At 
year’s end he ranked third on the 2-year- 
old sire list. less than $1.000 behind the 
second horse. Requested. Myrtle Charm 
was bred and raced by Mrs. Elizabeth 
Graham’s Maine Chance Farm; Alsab’s 
Day was a home-bred product. out of 
Seventh Day, a Zacaweista mare which 
won 3 races for Sabath at 2 and 3. The 
first foal of Myrtle Charm, one of the 
first Alsab fillies to enter stud. was 
Myrtle’s Jet, one of the 3 best fillies of 
1954. 

Sabath increased his breeding stock 
until he had approximately 25  brood- 
mares by 1948. Most of the foals were 
kept for the racing stable. and only a few 
were sold each year. The farm operated on 
this scale until 1950. when Sabath died. 
His wife decided to continue the farm on 
a small scale and to discontinue the rac- 
ing stable. Since 1951, all of the yearlings 
have been sold at the Keeneland sales. 


MANAGEMENT, First manager of Al- 
sab Farm was John Zoeller, a well known 
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trainer who came to the farm in 1942 
and stayed for 7 years. When he resigned 
in 1949. he was replaced by his brother. 
Charles Zoeller. Both of the Zoellers are 
natives of New York City, and their boy- 
hood home was only 115) miles from 
Aqueduct race track. John was the first 
to enter the horse business. and his

brother followed him a few years later. 

Charles Zoeller’s first job at the track 
was as exercise boy for Tom Healey in 
1921. when he was 14 years old. Several 
years later he became a jockey. 

“lL had a hard time breaking my 
maiden.” he says. “because in those days 
a young apprentice never got a mount that

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had a chance. In fact an apprentice got 
very few mounts the first couple of years, 
The boys starting out today do a lot more 
riding in the first year. but I’m not sure 
if that’s a good thing. They don’t have a 
chance to learn the fundamentals.” 
After about 7 years in the’ saddle, 
Zoeller’s increasing weight grounded him, 
and he turned to training. He served as 
Ross Higdon’s assistant with Herbert M, 
Woolf's Woolford Farm stable for several 


years. then took over O. E. Breault’s 
Brolite Farm stable. Among the good 


horses he handled for Brolite were With 
Pleasure and Challenge Me. now both 
established sires. He also trained for the 
late William Helis. and for Sabath be. 
fore he became farm manager. 

The 11 mares now at Alsab include 8 
owned by Mrs. Sabath. 2 owned by Henry 
Schwarzschild. of Richmond. Va.. and one 
owned by Zoeller. Mrs. Sabath’s top mare 
is Seventh Day. and she also has 2 
daughters of IT Say. Essaybee and Say 
Please. Another of I daughters. 
Say Gal. is at the farm as a_ boarder, 
Schwarzschild bought her in 1951.

The farm will have 5 yearlings to offer 
at the 1955 Keeneland sales. All by Alsab. 
they are colts out of Seventh Day. Say 
Please. Black Orchid. and Best Yet. and 
a filly out of Challmoss. 

Alsab’s first crop was his best. but he 
has continued to sire stakes winners. 
Among his better performers are Sabette. 
Ring King. Armageddon. Don Rebelde. 
Mimi Mine. and Shag Tails. In his first 
134 foals were 101 winners. 

Zoeller says almost all of the farm’s 
broodmares are bred to Alsab. “One of the 
reasons is that you have a much_ better 
chance of getting mares in foal when you 
breed them to a home stallion. and we 
feel that Alsab offers an excellent cross 
for all of our mares. Since we cut down 
our size. we don't have a single Alsab 
mare on the farm.” 

Zoeller says the big reason that Alsab 
has a high percentage of conceptions 
among mares on the farm is that extreme 
care is taken to see that mares are bred 
on the day they are most likely to con- 
ceive. 

“T think teasing is 90 per cent of the 
battle.” he says. “We tease every other 
day—some mares we tease every day— 
and with complete records you can make 
pretty accurate guesses. You can be just 
as accurate for mares which are going 
off the farm, but you can’t always get to 
the stallion on the right day.” 

Zoeller there are plans to 
syndicate Alsab. and he admits that it is 
getting harder to fill the book of an 
“unsyndicated” stallion. 

“Naturally. a man is going to breed to 
the stallion he owns a share in. I think 
in a few years almost all of the stallions 
will be owned by syndicates except those 
owned by one of the big farms.”

The Blood Horse 
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The Jockey Club Elaborates 
On Plans for a Super Track 


The Jockey Club last week summarized 
in a 5-page report the progress its Special 
Committee has made in organizing a non- 
profit. co-operative racing association in 
New York. It has obtained options. or 
promised to buy. sufficient stock in the 4 
associations. and a bank has agreed to 
handle the financing. 

“All that is needed now.” said 
Jockey Club. “is the legislation.” 

It has asked Gov. Averell Harriman. 
Speaker of the House Oswald Heck. and 
President of the Senate Walter J. Mahoney 
to lend their bipartisan support. 

The Jockey Club's report. its 
comprehensive to date. was significant for 
2 other reasons: its decision to make the 
best of repressive State pari-mutuel taxes. 
rather than argue further for tax relief. 
and a refusal to accept a substitute pro- 
posal of Empire City’s James Butler for 
a State Authority to take the responsibility 
for developing a new race track. 

Excerpts from the report follow: 


The 


most 


The enabling legislation would permit 
the organization of a non-profit racing as- 
sociation, appropriately licensed. The State 
and its subdivisions would continue to 
receive their present share (11/15) of the 
pari-mutuel take (about $40,000,000) but 
would defer the first $5,000,000. which 
would be retained by the association for 
debt service. ete. This would be only a 
temporary deferment because the amount 
would be made up in a matter of days at 
the present volume of betting. All revenues 
of the association after expenses, taxes, 
debt service. and reserves would be paid 
to the State as additional license fee. 
The benefits of increased dollar volume in 
betting would be shared between the State 
and the betting public. 

Two other methods have been suggested 
to rehabilitate racing in New York State: 

(1) That the State should relinquish 2 
per cent of its commission from the betting 
pool in favor of the associations. Even 
should the State be willing to relinquish 
2 per cent of its tax on racing, a sound 
plan would be difficult if not impossible to 
put into effect. It would still require a 
merger of the associations and the satisfac- 
tion of stockholders and others with vested 
interests who in the past have refused to 
reconcile their diverse interests. Under any 
circumstances the public could not derive 
the benefits that will accrue to them from 
The Jockey Club’s non-profit proposal: 

(2) That the State should go into the 
racing business through an Authority, The 
principal stockholders of the racing as- 
sociations would not accept this suggestion, 
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which they consider would be destructive 
to racing in the State. 

The Jockey Club plan keeps Thorough- 
bred racing in New York State in the 
field of private enterprise. although it 
would be a non-profit operation. In- this 
respect. the new association would fune- 
tion somewhat like an educational or 
philanthropic trust fund. which. chartered 
by the State. is similarly not organized for 
profit... 

It would be authorized to borrow from 
banks and other institutions approximately 
$50.000.000. with which to acquire the 
stock or assets of the 4 associations now 
owning Belmont. Jamaica. Aqueduct. and 
Saratoga: and to rehabilitate and modern- 
ize Belmont as well as to make improve- 
ments at either Aqueduct or Jamaica and 
at Saratoga. 

Since the new racing association would 
receive its funds through long-term  bor- 
rowing. interest and amortization of the 
debt would be a first charge on all the in- 
come of the new association, Ownership 
of the common stock would be vested in 
members of the board of trustees of the 
new association. The stock would be non- 
dividend paying. When the contract ex- 
pires. if not renewed. ownership would go 
to one or more charitable institutions 
designated by the governor at that time. 

To lead in the reorganization. represen- 
tative businessmen and others devoted to 
racing as a sport. in whom the public 
would have confidence. would be appoint- 
ed as trustees. None would receive any 
salaries. fees or commissions. except. per- 
haps. the usual directors’ fees. The man- 
agement of the new association would 
come from experienced personnel of the 
present 4 racing associations. supplemented 
by other competent and experienced people. 
Incentive payment plans would be adopted 
to get and keep the managerial talent 
desired. 

The plan would provide facilities ade- 
quate for the publie’s enjoyment of racing. 
which. measured in paid attendance. has 
become the most popular spectator sport 
in the United States. 


(The report listed among new facilities 
comfortable seats in the grandstand. seats 
and benches on the lawn, a new paddock 
in which spectators can see the horses. 
lounges. restaurants, more pari-mutuel 
windows. graded lawns which would give 
everyone a better view of the races. better 
quarters and recreational facilities for 
jockeys, a heated grandstand, shorter race 
track, improved public address system. 
etc. There also would be a new emphasis

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on “starts in front of the stands so the 
public can see these races. . .”) 

To provide these new facilities. between 
$25.000.000 and $30.000.000 would be 
spent. Completion of this rehabilitation 
and modernization program would make 
it possible to attract greater attendance 
by increasing the public enjoyment of 
racing. 

The State would benefit from the plan, 
The present pari-mutuel take is 15 per 
cent of which the State and the subdivi- 
sions receive 1] per cent and the tracks 
the remaining 4 per cent. Under the 
proposed plan, and unlike any other plans, 
the State and its subdivisions would con. 
tinue to receive 1] per cent. subject to 
adjustment when this percentage produces 
more than $40,000,000. In that event. the 
bettor would gain, too, because it is pro- 
posed that the benefit of an increase in the 
pari-mutuel take, as a result of greater 
volume of betting, would be divided 
equally between the State and the betting 
public. In addition, the State would get 
part of the 4 per cent now going to the 
iracks which would not be required for 
expenses. debt retirement, and a_ reserve 
needed for improvements. .. . 

The proposed plan calls for designing 
and building the first really new race 
track for the mid-Twentieth Century, 
utilizing the new techniques of construe-
